And here at the outset we encounter the 
solicitnde of the timid, the time-serving 
and the vascillating who are fearfal that 
offense will be given to some dignitary 
whose official life can he accounted respec- 
able only when not contrasted with any.

It is so pnder a democratic form of vov- 
ernment, Bad laws are not usnally passed 
and executed with peculiar severity, even 
hy the worst of rulers, from u ficudish de- 
light in executing a power odious to the 
people. It is commonly becunse they 
pose that their enactments are or may be 
made popular: 

Public opinion is in this land the omnip- 
otent power, behind and before, and all 
about the throne. This is like an all-sur- fF 
rounding mirror, and it would be amusing, 
if it were not sad and sickening to see how 
the artfal politician trims and bows and 
smiles, and seeks to win a favorable reflec. 


There are a few wen of stern integrity who 
act from principle, even in opposition to 
a depraved public sentiment, and fhere 
are a few selfish and servile men who may 
be bought for money against principle and 
against the hope of popularity. But those 
who are willing at once to outrage justice 
and to commit political snicide are few in 
numbers and already hopelessly lost in po- 
litical trespasscs and sins. 

The great mass of wrongdoers in the 
high places of power are guilty of treason 
against the highest and best interests of 
the State from motives of policy. Not in- 
deed from a wise reference to lasting honor 
and a worthy fame, bat with a view to the

did and fearless expression of our opinion. 

We are shocked perhaps at their hardi- 
hood in presuming upon our forbearance ; 
we give vent to a few expressions of indig- 


nation, and then throw off all further care 


concerning the matter. “It is passed, or 
itis lost,” wesay. It isof no use to agi- 
tate and distress ourselves about what. is 
passed. It is against this too common fal- 
lacy that my last point is made. ‘lhe peo- 
ple are responsible for the laws, under a 
democratie form of government, because if 
bad laws are enacted, it becomes the duty 
of every good citizen to agitate and to. re- 
moustrate against thein till they are nnlli- 
fled or repealed. 


It is only by vigilance in watehing -the 


course and studying the character of our 
agents, and by faithfully exercising those 
rights, aud discharging those duties which 
pertain to us as freemen, that we can clear | 
our skirts from the stain of national guilt. 
It is only so that we can most effectually | 
turn back the tide of demoralizing influ- 
ences which would hasten us forward to 
self destruction as a people ; it is chiefly 
so that we can interpose to avert the judg- 


ments of God for legalized enormities and 
Without such activity, our 
prayers for national prosperity, are of little 
account, for they are the feeble and heart- 
less utterances of the heedless idler who 
has not the energy, or of the pitiable’ cow- 
ard who has not the courage, to act. 

If we fail thus boldly to assert our rights, 
and thus feithfully to discharge the duties 
of intelligent christian freemen, in the fear 
of God, and for the good-of the people, 
we need not wonder if we are called to 
share the evils of our negligence. For we 
are responsible for that which we permit, 
not less than for that which we instigate. 
Our acquiesence ina wrong done, may a* 
really involve us in guilt as if we were ac- 
cessories before the fact. 

He who by his vote endeavorsto prolong 
the official lite of -the duellist who has vol- 
untarily disfranchised himself from holding 
any Office under the constitution, does what 


he can to make that excellent constitution 
anullity, and that office a post of dishonor. | 


He who favors the election of the @rossly 
profane, the intemperate, the debanchee, 
the gambler or the duellist, does what he 
can to make viee respectable and crime 
influential, Such an one may deceive him- 
self with the idea that he is a true patriot, 
as he shouts his hozannas to liberty, and 
deciaims about the blessings eonferred by 
our system of government, and tells of the 
vlorious future that is reserved for his conn- 
try, right or wrong. He may deceive his 
fellow citizens with the pretence of devotion 
to the interests of the State, but (od is 
not thus easily deceived. He knows wheth- 
er the man isa trne patriot or only a zeal- 
ous partizan. Whether he sustains social 
order by discriminating between righteous 
and unrighteous enactments, and by hold- 
ing justice as ever superior to the forms 
and technicalities of the law, whether he 


maintains the dignity of the State by choos- 


ing the best men to represent the best prin- 
ciples or by helping to elevate unscrupulous 
demagocues to places of honor and power. 
No, God is not deceived. As he contein- 
plates the woes and gricfs which oppress 
the race as the result of bad legislation, as 
he surveys the raging and surging, the fear- 
ful whirl and commotion of that vortex of 
political corruption in which the character, 
the property and the life of so many victims 
yearly go down, He knows whether by 
word and deed, by petition, and by remon- 
strance, we have testified that we did not 
love to have it so. 

If we help to elevate impious and immor- 
al men to office, let us not be surprised, if 
gathering up all our gold and jewels, they 
turn out nothing better than a molten calf 
for our worship.
